Lubricating Tight Windows 


A better method than planing down th¢ 
guide strips to make tight-fitting windows 
open and close casily, is to use a suitable

paraffin and turpentine. | Dissolve -as 
much paraffin in turpentine as possible, 
by shaving the paraflin and allowing the 
mixture to stand for a few days, Apply 
the solution liberally to the window guides . 
with a brush, going over them two or 
three times. The turpentine will evapo- 
tate and leave a colorless film of paraffin on 
the guides. After this treatment the win-
